Columbus, O., Attorney Speaks 
Before Fire Insurance Men 
of Chicago 








EXPLAINS LEGAL PHASES 





Predicts Development of Insurance for 
Those Liable to Loss Through 
Fires on Property of Others 





Judge J. W. Mooney, of Columbus, 
Ohio, addressed the Fire Insurance 
Club of Chicago Tuesday evening on 
“Subrogation.” Subrogation, he said, 
may arise in two ways. In some states 
as a matter of law, and in other states 
as a matter of contract. As a matter of 
equity, an individual who suffers loss 
through the negligence or wrong-doing 
of another may collect damages. Where 
insurance against the same loss is car- 
ried, the loser may either collect the 
insurance or sue for the damages. He 
cannot, however, collect from both par- 
ties, as it is against public policy for a 
man to profit from his misfortunes. 
Where the insurance company pays the 
loss it is subrogated to the rights of 
the insured for the collection of dam- 
ages from the negligent or wrong-doing 
party, in those states where the law of 
subrogation is on the statute books, or 
in other states by right of contract. 


Standard Policy Provision 


Where the New York standard form 
of fire policy is used, no additional con- 
tract or document is necessary to sub- 
rogate the insurance company to the 
rights of the insured. 

_ Subrogation has become an interest- 
ing topic in insurance largely through 
the releases which persons and corpora- 
tions give to railroads when the latter 
put switch tracks on the land of the 
former, or when the persons or indi- 
viduals build upon property leased from 
the railroads. These releases provide 
that the persons or corporations will 
not sue the railroads for fire resulting 
from the operation of the roads. Con- 
sequently, the insurance company as- 
sumes an additional and extra risk 
when it insures property under such 
conditions. If the existence of the re- 
lease to the railroad is concealed, the 
insurance company, under the provi- 
sions of the New York policy, is re- 
lieved from loss caused by the railroad

Company Will Be Continued and 
It Will Be Strengthened 
Financially 








HAS GREAT REPUTATION 





Understood That the Western Depart- 
ment Will Not Be Disturbed 
Under New Ownership 





New York, Feb. 14—It is announced 
that financial interests friendly to the 
North British & Mercantile have ob- 
tained control of the stock of the Penn- 
sylvania Fire, paying $600 a share for 
it. There has been much speculation 
in the insurance district as to the iden- 
tity of the company that made the offer, 
almost all prominent institutions hav- 
ing been mentioned in connection with 
the purchase. The North British was 
one of the companies that some under- 
writers on the inside insistently de- 
clared was the company. So far as can 
be learned it is the plan of the North 
British to continue the Pennsylvania 
as an independent company, making it 
stronger and more permanent and hav- 
ing its immediate affairs directed from 
Philadelphia. 


Present Officers to Be Continued 


It is thought that the present officers 
will be retained as President Charles H. 
Barry and his associates have been giv- 
ing the old company considerably more 
“punch” than it has had before. E. G. 
Richards, United States manager of the 
North British, will be elected a member 
of the board of the Pennsylvania. The 
Pennsylvania has conducted its affairs 
largely- through general agencies and 
departments, even territory adjacent to 
the head office. It is thought that this 
plan will be changed to some extent, 
although some important departments 
having good underwriting records will 
probably be continued permanently. 


Splendid Old Company 


The Pennsylvania Fire is one of the 
old and highly regarded companies that 
has a good record and an excellent 
plant. Until Mr. Barry was elected 
president the Pennsylvania had not 
shown any great vigor, although it had 
always maintained a splendid reputa- 
tion. Mr. Barry has injected life into 
the organization and made changes

LANGE NAMED ASSISTANT 


General Agent of American Eagle at 
Home Office Goes to San 
Francisco 


President Henry Evans announces 
that the Continental, Fidelity-Phenix 
and American Eagle will jointly estab- 
lish a Pacific Coast department, with 
headquarters in the Insurance Ex- 
change building, San Francisco. The 
space leased will not be ready for oc- 
cupancy before April. A. A. Maloney, 
at present secretary in the Chicago 
office of the Continental, will be the 
chief officer in charge of the coast de- 
partment, and A. P. Lange, now general 
agent of the American Eagle, will be 
associated with him as assistant secre- 
tary. The agents of the Continental 
and Fidelity-Phenix report now to Chi- 
cago and the American Eagle to New 
York. 

Mr. Maloney and Mr. Lange are both 
former coast field men. Mr. Maloney 
traveled California for the Continental 
and Mr. Lange was in the northwest 
for the Phenix and its successor, the 
Fidelity-Phenix, for nearly ten years. 


Maloney’s Long Experience 


Mr. Maloney entered the insurance 
business as a local agent at Owatonna, 
Minn., in 1884, his father having the 
district agency of the Continental. In 
1890 he established a local agency and 
real estate business at Superior, Wis., 
and two years later became an in- 
spector for the Continental in Ken- 
tucky. From there he was transferred 
to Kansas and later made an assistant 
special agent at Kansas City, Mo. He 
then saw service as an examiner in the 
western department in Chicago, but 
went back into the field in 1897 when 
a rate war in California had just been 
drawn to aclose. For eighteen months 
he handled that state and in February, 
1899, was made Missouri state agent. 
Last fall, when C. R. Tuttle retired as 
vice-president of the Continental at Chi- 
cago, Mr. Maloney was called to Chi- 
cago as secretary, serving jointly with 
J. R. Wilbur as assistants to Vice- 
President Fred W. Koeckert, who had 
succeeded Mr. Tuttle. 


Prominent in the Business 


Mr. Maloney has been very promi- 
nent in different insurance activities and 
served as president of the Fire Under- 
writers Association of the Northwest 
last year. His program was one of the 
strongest ever given to the association. 
In the Missouri field he was always 
one of the leaders and did yeoman 
service for the companies at the time of 
the Missouri troubles.

Merchants & Manufacturers 


As usual, the Merchants & Manufac- 
turers Mutual of Mansfield, Ohio, made 
substantial progress in 1916, its total 
assets standing at $87,540 on the first of 
the year, showing a gain of $7,997 since 
Jan. 1, 1916. The reserve for unearned 
premiums is $24,401, an increase of 
$3,705; net cash surplus, $60,316; a gain 
of $3,890.

Superintendent Phillips of New 
York Says that Policyholders 
Are Well Protected 


GIVES THE SAFEGUARDS 





Material Net Increase in Assets Since 
the Beginning of the War 
Is Noted 





Albany, N. Y., Feb. 12—Superintend- 
ent Phillips has made public the fol- 
lowing statement with reference to the 
direct writing German fire companies 
operating in New York state, called for 
in consequence of the severance of dip- 
lomatic relations between the United 
States government and the Imperial 
German government. Superintendent 
Phillips stated: 


Two Measurements 


I have been asked for a statement as to 
the present status of the German fire com- 
panies authorized to transact business in 
New York state, carrying on a direct writ- 
ing business through agency forces, so 
that policyholders, brokers and the public 
generally might be officially advised of the 
latest information in the possession of the 
New York department with reference tc 
their financial condition and responsibility 
at this particular time. 

There are two measurements applied by 
law to foreign insurance companies of 
other countries which carry on the busi- 
ness of fire insurance in this state. The 
most severe is that imposed by section 27 
of the New York insurance law, which 
allows credit only for funds held by in- 
surance departments and by United States 
trustees. Against such assets are charged 
all United States liabilities. The differ- 
ence is recognized as the United States 
capital under section 37. This treatment 
results in-the company receiving no credit 
for funds in the possession of the United 
States manager or for premiums in course 
of collection. 

The second measurement allows credit 
for the above items in the general state- 
ment, which is made up on the same basis 
as that required of a domestic fire com- 
pany or of a fire company of another state. 


Funds of the Companies 


The aggregate United States capital 
under the provisions of section 27 of the 
four authorized German companies now 
engaged in a direct writing fire insurance 
business in this state was on Dec. 31, 1913, 
$1,849,180. On Dec. 31, 1915, such aggre- 
gate capital had increased to the sum of 
$2,072,169. The aggregate surplus to the 
policyholders of said companies was on 
Dec. 31, 1913, $2,988,377. On Dec. 31, 1915, 
such aggregate surplus had increased to 
$3,205,759. The figures as of Dec. 31, 1916, 
are not yet available but from advices in 
hand it is evident there has been no dimi- 
a in the aggregate surplus to policy- 

olders. 


Wanted Funds Held Back 


In August, 1914, after the commence- 

ment of the present war, the department 
called to the attention of all United States 
trustees of foreign insurance corporations 
authorized to transact the business of fire 
insurance in this state the particular pro- 
vision in the trust deeds requiring per- 
mission from this department before re- 
mitting any funds to the home offices. The 
department also requested all United 
States managers to hold in this country 
all funds not trusteed. 
, These United States branches are sub- 
Ject to the same supervision as American 
companies. Their funds in this country 
are designed to be maintained exclusively 
for the protection of policyholders and 
creditors in the United States, and in- 
vestments are required to be of a char- 
acter prescribed by statute for that pur- 
pose. In view of the fact that the figures 
quoted above show a material increase of 
net assets held by these United States 
branches since the beginning of the war, 
and-a large increase of trusteed funds, I 
feel warranted in stating, that, in my 
judgment, policyholders in these compa- 
nies may have confidence in the protection 
which they furnish.

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FEDERATION ACTIVITIES 
ANNUAL MEETING IS HELD 
Illinois Federation Elects Officers and 


Sends Committee to See Gov- 
ernor Lowden 





A campaign to stimulate interest in 
the Federation movement in Illinois 
was launched at the annual meeting of 
the Illinois Federation held in Chicago 
last week. Nineteen hundred and six- 
teen was an off year in Illinois as far 
as legislation was concerned, and be- 
cause of the fact that for the last twelve 
months nq adverse legislation has been 
imminent, interest in the Federation 
work has to some extent waned. Asa 
result of a resolution passed at the 
meeting, the Illinois Federation will 
employ a paid secretary to build up the 
Federation and establish a maintenance 
fund of $8,000 to extend the organiza- 
tion throughout Illinois along the lines 
suggested. The principal resolution 
adopted at the meeting was one urging 
that the insurance department be made 
a major department in Governor Low- 
den’s proposed reorganization of the 
state’s activities, and not a minor bu- 
reau in one of the departments. 

The resolution was based upon the fact 
that the insurance department annually 
pays nearly one million dollars to the 
state in taxes and these represent more 
than $100,000,000 of premiums paid in 
the state each year and touches the in- 
terests of several million citizens carrying 
policies in life, fraternals, mutuals, and 
stock companies. The committee which 
will act_on this resolution is composed of 
Donald M. Wood, president of the Illinois 
Federation; George A. Gilbert, for the cas- 
ualty interests; George R. McLeran, chair- 
man of the executive committee of the 
Chicago Life Underwriters Association, 
for the life interests, C. F. Hildreth, for- 
mer president of the National Association 
of Insurance Agents, for the fire interests; 
G. L. Mallery, manager of the Security 
Mutual Casualty of Chicago, for the mu- 
tuals, and Charles E. Piper, supreme scribe 
of the Royal League, and John R. Walsh, 
supreme secretary of the Mystic Workers 
re the World, for the fraternal organiza- 
ions. 

In his annual address President Wood 
outlined the necessity of a more serious 
attitude toward the activities of the Fed- 
eration in Illinois, owing to the wave of 
socialistic sentiment which is at present 
Sweeping over the country. Mark T. Mc- 
Kee, secretary of the National Council, 
gave a resume of the work being done and 
plans used in other states, pointing out 
that Illinois was one of the few states not 
now employing a secretary or not having 





a maintenance fund to carry on the work 
necessary to keep the interest up. Officers 
for the coming year were elected as fol- 
lows: President, Donald M. Wood, Chi- 
cago; vice-presilents, H. G. Badgerow, Chi- 
cago, R. W. Troxell, Springfield, and C. F.

WISCONSIN ANNUAL MUSTER 


Herbert E. Lasche of Milwaukee Was 
Elected President at the 
Recent Meeting 





Milwaukee, Wis., Feb. 13—The second 
annual meeting of the Wisconsin Insur- 
ance Federation, held Tuesday after- 
noon, developed into one of the most 
enthusiastic gatherings of underwriters 
of all classes that has ever been held in 
the middle west. Much of the credit for 
the enthusiasm was due to the presence 
of Mark T. McKee, secretary of the 
National Council, whose address 
aroused the 100 or more insurance men 
to a high pitch and even greater ac- 
tivity. 

In opening the convention, Henry J.

EXPLOSION INSURANCE 


Delivers Able Paper Before Ex- 
aminers Club of 
Chicago 


EXPLANATION OF POLICY 


Quotes and Gives Reasons for Clauses 
and Shows Methods Used in 
Fixing Rates 


George A. Morin of the western de- 
partment of the Fidelity-Phenix of Chi- 
cago read a paper on explosion insur- 
ance before the Association of Fire In- 
surance Examiners of Chicago at its 
annual meeting last Friday night. He 
told something of the growth of the 
line, explained the policy and clauses 
used and quoted rates. He said that 
this form of indemnity had been given 
great impetus by the war, but that it 
would not be forgotten after hostilities 
ceased, as there was a commercial need 
for products that exploded and explo- 
sion hazards in numerous industries. 
His paper follows: 

For a number of years fire insurance 
companies (when permitted by their 
charter) have assumed, in addition to 
the fire cover, the hazard of natural 
gas explosion, ‘this particularly in West 
Virginia, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, and 
other natural gas belts, the custom be-

ing to attach a natural gas explosion 
clause to the fire policy, charging an 
additional premium of 10 percent per 
$100. Within the last two years, how- 
ever, the explosion risk has been writ- 
ten by a few companies under a special 
form of contract and now constitutes 
a separate and important branch of our 
business. 
Policy Conditions 


The explosion policy insures against 
all direct loss or damage by explosion 
(other than loss or damage by boiler, 
steam pipe or fly-wheel explosion) 
(written by casualty companies). It 
specifically excludes loss or damage by 
fire, whether resulting from explosion 
or not (to avoid conflict with fire poli- 
cies), and contains an agreement that 
no claim will be made unless the loss 
exceeds $100. 

The usual fire policy conditions as to 
adjustment, appraisal, filing of proofs 
and payment of claim are embodied in 
the policy with the substitution of ex- 
blosion for the word fire. 


Exceptions and Exclusions 


The policy excludes loss to accounts, 
bills, currency, deeds, evidences of debt, 
money, notes or securities, and, unless 
liability be specifically assured thereon, 
loss by interruption of business, manu- 
facturing processes, or otherwise, this 
latter being covered under use and oc- 
cupancy form, as in fire or tornado 
insurance (consequential damage). A 
Pro rata clause as to valid or invalid 
insurance and a subrogation clause, im- 
portant to the insurer in a contract of 
this nature, are embodied in the policy, 

These are the principal variations 





from the usual fire policy, with which 
we are all familiar. 

The wording of the forms or riders is 
probably more varied than in the fire 
policies, as in explosion policies the 
form determines whether liability is as- 
sumed for explosion outside of the 
property covered, or if explosion orig- 
inates from any of the materials or 
processes incidental to the business of 
the assured. 


How Rate Is Ascertained 


The business being in its infancy 
and experience necessarily limited, the 
rates are made generally on the merits 
of the individual risk. However, the 
average rate for “explosion occurring 
on premises insured” and subject to the 
50 percent reduced rate clause is: 

Twenty cents on mild hazard risks, 
such as mercantiles not containing war 
materials. 

Thirty-five cents on ordinary manu- 
facturing plants, where form covers 
more than one building and in which 
there are no exclusions. 

Seventy cents on 6rdinary manufac- 
turing plants, where form covers on or 
in one building or where certain exclu- 
sions are made. 

Fifty cents on acid factories of mild 
hazard. 

One and one-half dollars on benzol, 





picric acid, and other high explosive 
plants, provided the policy be written 
with the inherent hazard warranty: 

“This company shall not be liable for 
any loss caused by explosion originat- 
ing from any of the materials and/or 
processes incidental to the business of 
the assured.” 

When this clause is omitted, the rate 
is increased in proportion to the hazard. 
When the risk is eligible to the 35-cent 
rate, 214 cents are added; when eligible 
to the 70-cent rate, 5 cents, etc. 

If the words “through explosion oc- 
curring on premises insured” are de- 
leted, making the policy cover outside 
explosion, an additional premium of 25 
percent of the basis rate is charged. 
(Important with powder mills around.) 

Use and occupancy rates are generally 
double the property damage rates and 
per diem liability is limited to 1/300 of 
total amount of insurance named. An 
explosion causing small property loss 
might cost ten times as much by in- 
terruption of business, so the rate is 
higher. 


Construction Not Important 


Construction, a very important factor 
in fire insurance and rates, counts little, 
if at all, in measuring the explosion 
hazard. As a matter of fact, fireproof 
buildings have suffered more serious 





damage in an explosion than buildings 
of ordinary construction on the same 
premises. 

A great many people believe that ex- 
plosion insurance was born with the 
war and that there will be no further 
demand for that protection after peace 
is declared. While it may be true that 
the war greatly increased the produc- 
tion of explosives here, it is also true 
that a large number of the chemical ex- 
plosives have a commercial use and 
their manufacture will undoubtediy be 
continued. 


Not a War Line Entirely 


Regardless of the war, the explosion 
hazard will continue to exist from gas 
in furnaces and foundries, chemical 
works, oil cloth factories, distilleries, 
gas works, from dust in flour mills, ele- 
vators, saw mills, cement mills, and 
many others; and the strike hazard, 
which is not to be overlooked and which 
may affect any and all classes, can only 
be properly covered by this contract. 

It would seem, therefore, that this 
new branch of the business is a perma- 
nent one, and one to which we can with 
profit to ourselves give of our time for 
a better knowledge of it.

TOURIST’S FLOATER PULICIES 


A committee was appointed to make 
recommendation for standard policies, 
rates and commissions on writing tour- 
ist floaters, and has completed its work. 
It has called a meeting of all the com- 
panies writing this class. The recom- 
mendations are as follows: 

Two forms are recommended, a limited 
and a broad form, both covering personal 
effects. For the limited form two terri- 
tories are prescribed, territory A covering 
the United States and its possessions, the 
West Indies, Great Britain and the con- 
tinent of Europe, at a rate of 1% percent, 
and territory B giving world-wide cover- 
age at a rate of 2% percent, a minimum 
premium of $2.50 and 25 percent com- 
mission. 

For the broad form the charges .for 
territory A are 2% percent for the first 
$1,000, the rate decreasing one-quarter of 
1 percent for each additional $1,000 up to 
$5,000. Territory B will be written in the 
broad form at double the above rates at 
15 percent commission.

COOK COUNTY FIELD MEETING 


At the monthly luncheon of the Cook

2 men applying for membership. Ap- 
plications for membership are often re- 
ceived and turned down from agents 
styling themselves as home builders, at- 
torneys, builders and contractors, etc. 
The men in the field, he pointed out, 
could be made of assistance to the 
Board in determining the eligibility of 
such men. At the close of the talk the 
Cook county field men as a_ body 
pledged their support to Mr. Nowakow- 
sky. Having been a local agent for 
ten years and a general agent for 
twenty, Mr. Nowakowsky was able to 
speak out of a large experience and 
made a decidedly practical talk.

MORE COMPLAINTS ARE MADE 





Exemption Clause Objected to in West 
Virginia Not Being Allowed 
by Rules 





Complaint was made recently of vio- 
lation of the rules of the West Vir- 
ginia Fire Underwriters Association in 
connection with insurance for Swift & 
Co., on product, the 5 percent exemp- 
tion clause being embodied in the con- 
tract, not permissible under association 
rules. Another attempt is reported 
from Richmond, W. Va., under the 
merchandise form, for the William F. 
Moser Company and the Cherry River 
Extract Company. ae 

The brokers placing these lines insis 
upon the use of the 6 percent feature and, 
thus far, the efforts of the West Virginia 
association to secure its removal have 
been unavailing. The attention of com- 
panies has been called to the fact that, 
through the closely working cooperation 
of the West Virginia Fire Underwriters 
Association, better practices have been at- 
tained in that state in regard to policy 
forms than elsewhere, and the West Vir- 
ginia supervising committee earnestly re- 
quests that companies uphold the work of 
the association. 





THREE BILLS ARE PREPARED 





Antidiscrimination Rating, Qualifica- 
tions and Brokerage Measures 
Have Been Prepared for Ohio 





Three bills have been prepared by 
the Ohio Local Agents Association and 
have been agreed to by agents through- 
out the state. They will be pushed by 
the local representatives. One bill 
clears up the brokerage situation pro- 
viding for interchange of business be- 
tween regularly licensed agents and 
brokers. Another bill is the rating bill 
providing for the organization and su- 
pervision of fire insurance rate-making 
bureaus, providing for a review of any 
rate fixed by this bureau, to prohibit 
discrimination of such rates, and to 
regulate all agreements between compa- 
nies or their agents, affecting rates. 


This requires all companies to submit 
their schedules and rates and they cannot 
deviate from them until they file new ones. 
In case of complaint of discrimination a 
hearing shall be given and if it is proved, 
the superintendent of insurance shall have 
power to order the discrimination removed. 
An appeal can be taken from any order 
of the superintendent to the court of com- 
mon pleas of Franklin county, Ohio. ; 

The third bill relates to the licensing 
and qualification of agents, enacts a new 
section relating to the licensing of insur- 
ance solicitors and also a new section re- 
lating to the licensing of insurance 
brokers. The superintendent shall sat- 
isfy himself that a man applying for 
a license is a suitable person and 
intends to hold himself out in good 
faith as an insurance agent. Agents can 
secure licenses for solicitors, but these 
solicitors shall not represent themselves 
as agents of any company. Two dollars 
is required for a solicitor’s license, and 
the superintendent may judge as to proper 
qualifications. 

The third bill, or the brokerage bill, 
provides that upon payment of $10 a per- 
son may be licensed as an insurance broker, 
who can place business with companies or 
agents. The superintendent shall satisfy 
himself as to the broker’s qualifications 
and if he finds at any time that he has not 
complied with the insurance laws or is not 
trustworthy or competent, or not actually 
carrying on the business of insurance 
broker, he can cancel the license. 





BILL TO ADMIT RECIPROCALS 


A bill to authorize and regulate inter- 
insurance exchanges has been introduced 
in Ohio by Representative Ertel. It is 
house bill No. 325. The bill authorizes 
individuals and corporations to women 
reciprocals or interinsurance contracts,

A bill has been introduced in Indiana 
to provide for a tax of 1 percent on unau- 
thorized companies, for the benefit of fire- 
men’s pension funds. It has been re- 
ferred to the insurance committee of the 
house. 

An Indiana bill seeks to define arson in 
the second degree and fixes a penalty. 

A bill providing for supervision over 
reciprocals and requiring them to place 
deposits with the auditor of state, has 
been introduced in Indiana. 

Senate bill 254 in Indiana empowers the 
state fire marshal to regulate the accu- 
mulation of rubbish and recover damages 
in civil action for violation of the law. 

Senate bill 251 restricts the field of op- 
eration of voluntary associations for the 
insuring of farm property. One of the

The bill in the Indiana legislature pro- 
viding for standard hose couplings and 
hydrant nipples is likely to get a boost 
through experiences connected with the 
fire at Newcastle last week, which de- 
stroyed the newspaper plant of Senator 
Walter Chambers as well as causing other 
losses. The Newcastle department asked 
for aid from Muncie, Richmond and In- 
dianapolis at the height of the fire.

Clem E. Wheeler, manager of the 
Wisconsin Inspection Bureau, says that 
J. P. O’Brien, of the bureau, who ap- 
peared before the city council commit- 
tee when the ordinance governing base- 
ment sprinklers was up, did not oppose 
the ordinance. He merely stated that 
the bureau wished to get the property 
owners and the city right in regard 
to credits which they might expect in 
their rates of insurance for the instal- 
lation of these basement sprinklers. It 
had been noised about that basement 
sprinklers would entitle property own- 
ers to very large credits, and the bureau 
did not want the measure considered 
and adopted with any such thought in 
the minds of the council committee. 

The bureau is in favor of basement 
sprinklers in Milwaukee and would be 
glad to have them installed throughout 
the entire mercantile district. Man- 
ager Wheeler says that it would be hard 
to estimate the value of such general 
protection in the city and in his opin- 
ion it would result in a material de- 
crease in fire losses, considering that a 
great many fires had their origin in 
basements. 





Opposes State Fund

SOUTH MILWAUKEE PLAN 


The Wisconsin Inspection Bureau has 
completed its report on South Milwaukee, 
Wis., and presented its recommendations 
to the common council. These recommen- 
dations are that a 3,000,000 gallon pump- 
ing engine be installed as an additional 
unit of the municipal waterworks system; 
that an additional capacity in filters. of 
1,500,000 gallons be installed; provide 
emergency connection from high pressure 
pump to the intake well; provide an ade- 
quate working force day and night; re- 
place the combustible portion of the engine 
room with fireproof construction; arrange 
to increase pressures so that at least 75 
pounds may be available in the mercantile 
district for fire service. Recommendation 
on improvement of the fire department in- 
clude: Provide a full paid fire chief, to be 
on duty at all times; increase the number 
of full paid firemen to 4, and provide for 
at least 16 call men; provide a light 6- 
cylinder combination hose and chemical 
truck, with 40-gallon chemical tank and 
1,000 feet of hose, ladders, etc.; place in 
reserve the present hose wagon as a trail- 
er; provide at least 2,500 feet of good fire 
hose. The bureau also recommends the 
installation of a modern fire alarm tele- 
graph system and the enactment of a 
building code based on the standards of 
the National Board code.

REPEAL NOT NOW EXPECTED 





Compromise Measure Seems Likely in 
Iowa, Giving Right of State In- 
spection on Rates 





The Iowa rating law will not be re- 
pealed, but it will probably be amended 
so as to permit the insured to ask for 
an inspection from the state insurance 
department if he is dissatisfied with the 
rate fixed by the bureau, according to 
all indications. 

There’s many a slip, of course, but 
the house of representatives insurance 
committee has taken action which in- 
dicates that such will be the ultimate 
outcome of the agitation in some sec- 
tions in favor of repealing the measure. 
Representatives Elwood, Klinker and 
Tucker, composing the subcommittee 
to which the repeal bills had been re- 
ferred, reported that they favored a bill 
which would be a compromise measure. 
They recommended the passage of the 
measure for a state rating bureau. But 
the committee sat down on this and in- 
stead instructed Chairman Griffin of 
Sioux City to name a subcommittee to 
confer with a subcommittee from the 
senate. This committee is expected to 
return a measure combining the salient 
points of various bills and this will be 
introduced as a committee bill, it is 
expected. It seems safe to predict that 
the rating bureau principle will be 
maintained and that rebating and dis- 
crimination will be forbidden, as at 
present. 

About all the agitation in Iowa in 
favor of repealing the state antidis- 
crimination law seems to come from 
Sioux City. However, the Iowa Manu- 
facturers Association has lined up for 
the repeal and has so notified Senator 
Lytle of Sioux City. The secretary, 
George Wrightman, says frankly the 
manufacturers should be entirely un- 
hampered in going into the open com- 
petitive market for insurance. 





CLUB SUPPORTS RATE LAW 


The Commercial Club of Ottumwa, Ia., 
had an idea that the Iowa antidiscrimina- 
tion law should be repealed. A committee 
was appointed to make a complete in- 
vestigation and it has now filed its re- 
port. The ‘report concludes with the 
statement that it would be a serious mis- 
take to repeal the law. 

The report shows that in other states 
rates are higher than in Iowa, where they 
have been reduced from $1.14 to $1.06. In

MISINTERPRET VACANCY PLAN 
Local Agents in Minnesota Omit to 
Collect Additional Premium 
in Many Cases 





Companies operating in Minnesota 
are having some trouble owing to the 
misinterpretation, by many agents, of 
the rule governing the vacancy of 
buildings. Under the Minnesota rules 
sixty days’ vacancy may be granted, 
under the printed vacancy clause, free 
of charge, but when permission is 
granted for a longer time an additional 
premium must be collected on the basis 
of short rate of 50 cents per $100 of 
insurance in the case of dwellings, or 
short rate of 1 percent per $100 for 
other classes. 


These are the mandatory requirements 
as filed with the state insurance depart- 
ment, but some agents are reporting va- 
eancy for ninety or one hundred and 
twenty days, omitting to collect the extra 
charge. As an illustration of the require- 
ments, if a policy covers $1,000 on dwell- 
ing and a vacancy permit is granted for 
ninety days, the rule requires an addi- 
tional premium of $1.00. The first sixty 
days are not charged for, but for the ad- 
ditional thirty days, short rate of 50 cents 
or 20 percent extra, according to the short 
rate table, is necessary, making the added 
charge 10c per $100 or $1.00 per $1,000 of 
insurance. For a four months’ permit, 
30 percent additional is required or 15 
cents, extra premium $1.50. Under the old 
regime, agents were wont to endorse va- 
cancy for any time desired, and it was at 
the option of the company to approve or 
otherwise, no rule being in force requir- 
ing additional premium. Getting the old 
idea out of the minds of agents and as- 
sured is causing much additional corre- 
spondence in general offices.

Department Wants Inspectors 


The Kansas department has a bill in 
the legislature that appropriates $10,- 
000 for the purpose of employing in- 
spectors to examine risks and ascertain 
whether the rates made by the insur- 
ance companies are just rates or not. 

A bill introduced earlier in the ses- 
sion, which gave the department the 
right to examine the Eldridge rating 
bureau in the same way that it now 
has the right to examine insurance com- 
panies, and further providing that the 
cost of the examination should be 
charged up to the bureau, just as the 
inspection of a company is now charged 
up to the company, was killed by the 
insurance committees. 


INCENDIARY FIRES DECREASE 


There has been a quite steady falling 
off in the number of incendiary fires and 
the resulting property damage in Kansas 
ever since the fire marshal department 
was established in 1913. In that year there 
were 172 incendiary fires with a loss of 
$260,000, compared to 126 fires with a loss 
of only $144,000 last year.

Texas Legislation 


Austin, Tex., Feb. 14—Favorable re- 
ports have been made in both houses 
on bills requiring insurance agents to 
take out licenses and meet stipulated 
qualifications. Licenses cost from $5 
to $25, each contingent upon the popu- 
lation of the town in which the licensee 
resides. ; 

The house engrossed the bill, reduc- 
ing from five years to one year the 
minimum punishment for arson. More 
convictions were expected to result. 

The coinsurance bill by Williams was 
postponed indefinitely. The senate insur- 
ance committee favorably reported the fol- 
lowing senate bills: By Clark, repealing 
law relating to the Texas State Fire In- 
surance Commission. This bill has no 
chance of passing. By Hudspeth, author- 
izing the writing of combined auto insur- 
ance in Texas. By Smith, amending val- 
ued policy law so as to make the differ- 
ence between the actual loss and face 
value of a policy go to the state instead 
of assured. By Gibson, amending the 
statute against coinsurance so as to allow 
it under optional agreement with assured. 





COMPETITION ON KEY RATES 


There is keen rivalry on between cities 
of Texas this year for obtaining low key 
rates. The mayors of nearly all cities 
of the state have been in conference with 
the state fire insurance commission dis- 
cussing the key rates and they propose 
to improve their fire and water depart- 
ments and do other things which are re- 
quired for a reduction in the key rate. 
At this time Dallas enjoys the lowest 
rate, 16 cents. San Antonio is next with 
17 cents and Houston and El Paso are 
tied for third place with 18 cents. 


TOWNS GOING BACKWARD 


The Texas fire insurance commission has 
increased the key rates of Mexia and 
Longview, Tex. The key rate of Mexia 
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view is raised from 29 to 33 cents because 
of the discontinuance of the old city 
pumping station. 


TOWNS GET CREDITS ON RECORDS 


The Texas fire insurance commission has 
given the following towns 15 percent 
credit for good loss ratios: El Paso, loss 
ratio, .345; Alvin, .001; Bastrop, .091; Bee- 
ville, .196; Chillicothe, .073; Groesbeck, 
.034; Hereford, .09; Kerrville, .043; Marlin, 
.226; Mercedes, .11; Nocona, .101; Rock- 
dale, .121; Somerville, .003; Winters, .111.

Kentucky fire underwriters on April 
1 will receive the new book of charges 
and credits, uniform forms, revised 
form tariffs and the new minimum tar- 
iff, according to the announcement 
made on Monday by George H. Parker, 
manager of the Kentucky Actuarial Bu- 
reau. The book will be out on the date 
named and the Kentucky insurance men 
will then have what they have been 
looking forward to for many months. 
Final arrangements to publish were 
made by Mr. Parker during his visit to 
bureau headquarters at Chicago and an- 
nounced on his return to Louisville. 

Work of preparation of these forms, 
etc., is already under way and the Ken- 
tucky Actuarial Bureau is busy with 
this work and the publication and dis- 
tribution of the results of the work 
done during the five months when the 
rerating work of the bureau ostensibly 
was suspended. There is a_ great 
amount of detail ahead for the bureau 
in the next few months. 





CRITICISES VALUED POLICY LAW 


According to the second annual report 
of Fire Marshal Charles W. Schuyler of 
Tennessee during the year 1916, 2,878 fires 
caused a loss of $3,883,334 in Tennessee. 


} Of this amount $1,571,634 was involved in 
| the Nashville fire. 


The valued policy law is attacked in the 
report and the state legislature, now in 
session, is calfed upon to remedy the sit- 
uation by the enactment of a law more 
equitable to the insurance interests. 





INVESTIGATE IN TENNESSEE 


The insurance investigating committee 
of the Tennessee legislature is making an 
examination of the state insurance de- 
partment, and has circularized all the in- 
surance companies licensed in the state, 
asking that they express any grievances 
they may have against the department. 





INTEREST IN “ENVIRONMENT” 


_It is getting around in fire underwriting 
circles that the “environment charge” re- 
ferred to in the terms of settlement made 
between the companies and the Kentucky 
Rating Board includes more than mere 
physical environment. Some of the field 
men are calling names of insurers and in- 
surers’ attorneys, who are expert claim- 
ants when they list items in the “en- 
vironment hazards” that figure in their 
risks. In fact, the term “environment 
charge” is now understood to include 
many other things than a dangerous fire- 
trap alongside of a building otherwise a 
desirable risk.

SOUTH CAROLINA MEASURES 





Situation Will Be Cleared Up in That 
State With Bills Being, Favor- 
ably Received 





Columbia, S. C., Feb. 14—It seems 
certain now that within thirty days prac- 
tically all of the companies will have 
resumed business in South Carolina. 
After a year of enforced idleness be- 
cause of the passage of the anti-com- 
pact act, the rating bill, agreeable to 
all concerned, has been passed by the 
legislature and is now in the hands of 
the governor. Governor Manning will 
approve this and other measures passed. 
The bill to repeal the valued policy act 
has been passed by the house and is 
now at second reading in the senate. 

The several other insurance bills 
have been passed and ordered enrolled, 
among them being one limiting mu- 
nicipal license taxes to 2 percent. J. H. 
Doyle, assistant general counsel of the 
National Board, has been in Columbia 
for a week. He is pleased with the 
progress of legislation. 


HOUSE PASSES ALL BILLS 


The South Carolina house has passed 
the seven bills designed to clear up the 
situation in that state. These bills are 
placed on the calendar in the senate 
without reference to a committee and 
they will be put through without delay. 
Duplicates of six of the bills have al- 
ready passed the senate, but it will be 
necessary to pass the house bills also. 

The only one of the bills with an un- 
certain future is the repealing of the 
valued policy law. It has passed the 
house, but there is opposition to this 
in the senate. Many prominent busi- 
ness men, however, have voiced their 
sentiments in favor of its repeal. 

Governor Manning sent a strong mes- 
sage to the legislature, urging the pas- 
sage of all the bills in order to clear 
the situation. There is no opposition 
to the six other bills in the senate. 
Companies are not now licensed in 
South Carolina and they must make ap- 
plication in ‘the regular way.

LECTURE COURSE. HAS BEGUN 





Talks on Fire Insurance Subjects Are 
Arranged for by University 
of Pennsylvania 





Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 15—A special 
one-term course in fire insurance, 
adapted to the needs of agents or those 
intending to become agents, was es- 
tablished in Philadelphia this week as 
a separate branch of instruction in the 
evening school of accounts and finance 
of the University of Pennsylvania. The 
course will be given by Dr. S. S. Hueb- 
ner, professor of insurance in the fac- 
ulty of the Wharton School of Finance, 
and will present the principles and prac- 
tices of fire underwriting and the legal 
practices pertaining to it. Lectures will 
be given every Monday evening from 
Feb. 12 to May 28 in the auditorium of 
the Wharton school. / 

The course in fire insurance embraces 
twenty-one themes, including the func- 
tion of fire insurance, the policy con- 
tract, company organization, agency, 
reinsurance, coinsurance, rating, work 
of underwriters’ associations, fire pre- 
vention and protection and state su- 
pervision. Supplementary courses will 

e given in marine insurance, corpo- 
rate bonding, title and credit insurance.

looking toward a greater company and 
a more liberal policy. One of the coin- 
cidences of the North British deal is 
the fact that Vice-President E. 
Cairns of the Pennsylvania recently 
went to that company from the North 
British, where he was general agent. 


Pennsylvania’s Statement 


The ninety-first annual statement as 
of Dec. 1, 1916, of the Pennsylvania 
shows assets, $8,534,398; premium re- 
serve, $3,719,533 for regular business, 
and $1,047,457 for perpetual policies. 
The capital is $750,000 and net surplus 
$2,358,909. Its premiums last year were 
$3,908,653 and losses and adjustment ex- 
pense $2,334,543. It paid dividends last 
year amounting to $225,000, 


Will Take Control at Once 


The new control will be assumed by 
the new interest tomorrow, but no imme- 
diate change in the management of the 
Pennsylvania is contemplated. 

It is generally assumed that the new 
control will desire to continue the rela- 
tions between the present officers of the 
Pennsylvania and agents uninter- 
rupted. The Pennsylvania is highly de- 
partmentalized. Under this system of de- 
partments the company has acquired valu- 
able district connections, which it is 
unlikely the new control will disturb. 
The policy of the interests identified with 
Mr. Richards in respect to the depart- 
ments of the Pennsylvania is, however, 
as yet unknown. While it is assumed that 
some curtailment will be effected, it is 
not believed that the principal depart- 
ments under the supervision of successful 
underwriters will be disturbed. 

An expression of the intention of the 
new interests with respect to the western 
department was asked, but it was stated 
that no definite statement in this connec- 
tion could be made now. It was inti- 
mated, however, that the western depart- 
ment of the Pennsylvania will not be dis- 
turbed. Whatever changes are made in 
the departments will be confined to such 
departments as have proven consistently 
unprofitable. 


Group Becomes More Important 


With the addition of the Pennsylvania, 
which is one of the oldest American 
companies, the group identified with the 
North British interests becomes a more 
important factor in the business than ever. 
Mr. Richards, the head of the North 
British interests in this country, is es- 
teemed as one of the leading underwriters 
of the country. He was at the head of 
the National Board during the preceding 
administration, and is at present the head 
of the actuarial committee of the board 
which engaged in compiling the experience 
of the past few years with a view to an 
improvement in the method of rating. 

Mr. Richards is also the author of the 
“EB. G. R. Rating System,” which has 
been declared in many quarters to be one 
of the simplest and most adaptable sys- 
tems of rating recently devised.

The case of W. C. Farrar, Cincin- 
nati broker, on a charge of misusing the 
mails, was heard in the United States 
district attorney’s office last week, in 
Cincinnati, and after one day’s hearing 
was held over until Feb. 16. Four wit- 
nesses testified, the first being A. A. 
Pierson, president of the Sylvester Oil 
Company of Sylvester, Ga., who testi- 
fied that he received from the Sylvester 
Insurance Agency policies for $9,000 or 
$10,000 on his mills; that he paid the 
agency for them; that a loss occurred 
Oct. 5 and was adjusted by the South- 
ern Adjustment Company for the regu- 
lar companies, which have been_paid, 
but that the insurance placed by Farrar 
has ever been paid, the companies 
denying liability on account of non- 
payment of premiums. 

E. A. Warren, of Warren & Son, 
agents at Montgomery, Ala., testified that 
they have been doing business with Far- 
rar since last March and that after pay- 
ing him the premiums the companies 
cancelled for nonpayment of premiums. 
Mr. Warren, therefore, paid the return pre- 
miums himself, but has been unable to 


collect the premiums from Farrar, who 
now owes him over $200. 


H. J. Barbour’s Testimony 


_H. J. Barbour, secretary of the Commer- 
cial National Fire of Chicago, testified that 
Farrar asked the company to consider his 
applications. Being advised that he was 
all right, it accepted applications on about 
$450 in premiums. All the policies had to 
be canceled for nonpayment with the ex- 
ception of three that are still out and the 
company’s books show that Farrar owes 
on them $110. Not one policy was paid by 
Farrar in full. 


Had Policies Printed 


H. C. Thompson, president of the Lin- 
coln Fire of Louisville, Ky., testified that 
sometime ago Farrar told him that he was 
having some policies for another company 
printed and that he could save him money 
as the printer would only change the name 
in the heading. Therefore, the company 
ordered through him 1,000 policies shipped 
direct to the company. Instead of doing 
this Farrar had the policies shipped to 
himself and a long time afterwards sent 
800 to the company. The company does 
not know what has become of the remain- 
ing 200 and whether same were issued or 
not, but two policies of the 200 were pro- 
duced in court as having been issued and 
countersigned by H. C. Thompson, agent. 
Mr. Thompson testified that same were not 
signed by him and that he gave no one 
authority to sign his name. On cross ex- 
amination he admitted that Farrar was at 
one time secretary of the Lincoln and that 
the company did write outside of Ken- 
tucky for 30 days, which policies were can- 
celed at the request of the Kentucky in- 
surance authorities. 





ance commissioner. Jerome Harmon of 
Ludington was elected president and F.

The Retail Dealers’ Limited Mutual 
Fire, operated in connection with the Wis- 
consin Retail Liquor Dealers’ Association, 
sustained its first loss of consequence last 
week, when there was a 100 percent loss 
on a $1,000 policy held by John Kramer 
of Manitowoc, Wis.

SAXON MOTOR LOSS 


No loss in the west has created more 
comment or been the subject of greater in- 
vestigation or cause for more postmortem 
examinations than that of the Saxon 
Motor Car Company of Detroit. The 
fact that this was a sprinklered risk, car- 
ried such a large line of insurance, was 
written at a comparatively low rate, and 
the loss being heavy, make interesting 
factors in considering this loss. 

In some cases those higher up are prone 
to criticise the writing of this risk at the 
rate that it was taken. As a matter of 
fact, taking sprinklered risks and rates 
as they go, the rate was about as high 
as was generally secured. If it is a fact 
that rates on sprinklered risks are too 
low, then this rate was too low, but it was 
no lower in comparison than those of 
other sprinklered properties of like class. 
We have been too confident in regard to 
sprinklered risks. We came to the con- 
clusion that a large loss was almost im- 
possible and yet here, within a few days 
time we have had heavy losses on sprin- 
klered property in the far east, in Pitts- 
burgh and in Detroit. Possibly these 
losses will be a sort of eye-opener and 
will convince us that sprinklers are not 
infallible and that losses are destined to 
come. 

Conditions were right at Detroit for 
the loss that oceurred. When the risk 
burned it was not in fact a sprinklered 
risk, as the water was frozen in the pipes 
from the severe cold. The pipes were 
being thawed out by blow torches and 
possibly through some carelessness in the 
testing room where gasoline was used, the 
fire started and with the system inoper- 
ative, the wind high and the thermometer 
fifteen degrees below zero, the effect was 
disastrous. The elements, both natural 





and human, are ever present when it 
comes to considering sprinklered business. 
In almost all cases incipient blazes will be 
checked, but now and then the rule is 
broken, a human machine has erred, 
weather conditions are extreme and the 
loss occurs. 

We do not believe that the criticism of 
the “Journal of Commerce,” which it 
visited on the WeEsTERN Factory INSuR- 
ANCE AsSOocIATION, for taking the risk that 
had been approved by the executive com- 
mittee, and was perfectly satisfactory 
until the loss occurred, is just. It is un- 
fortunate, of course, and some important 
lessons should be learned from this loss. 
In comparison to going rates, as already 
stated, that on the Saxon concern was 
no higher or lower than those in vogue. 
The risk was passed upon by thoroughly 
competent technical men and then the un- 
derwriting judgment of executive com- 
mittee of the factory association brought 
to bear upon it. While it was a frame 
structure and was rather unsatisfactory 
in its shape, yet it was regarded as fair 
business, and the companies had no diffi- 
culty in getting reinsurance. It is prob- 
ably influential reinsurance concerns that 
have been badly hit that prompted the 
criticism in the “Journal of Commerce.” 

Losses have occurred in the south, and 
the east, and Pacific coast, on risks that 
the companies took and were glad to get. 
The loss came in spite of the best judg- 
ment that was used. The men concerned 
with the Western Factory ASSOCIATION, 
its officers, executive committee and man- 
agers, are thoroughly competent and 
honest and just as anxious to avoid losses 
as the men in the east and elsewhere. 
The WestTERN Factory INsuRANCE Asso- 
CIATION has been all along a well managed 
institution. 

We do not believe that the “Journal of 
Commerce” showed a broad spirit in re- 
flecting on the WeEsTERN Factory Insur- 
ANCE AssociATION. When men do their 
level best, and these men are men of ex- 
perience and good judgment, one can ask 
no more. As a matter of fact, companies 
have gone wild on writing sprinklered 
business, have taken it at inadequate rates 
and too liberal forms. Hot competition 
has resulted in bars being let down more 
than they should. Those connected with 
the Western Facrory ASSOCIATION and 
all who have been writing this class of 
business have been subject to divers’ forms 
of very strong competition. The greed 
for business has frequently warped good 
judgment. No one organization or com- 
pany has had a monopoly on this greed. 
All can be blamed to a certain extent. 
Losses like that of the Saxon Motor Car 
Company can be studied, not for mere 
fault-finding, but for constructive criticism 
that will mean something in the future. 
No doubt there are many lessons that can 
be learned of great value. 





UNIFORM COUPLINGS 


A RECENT fire at Newcastle, Ind., 
brings out the need of uniformity in 
hose couplings, a fact that fire protec- 
tionists have been urging for a long 
time. The city authorities at Newcastle 
sought aid from Richmond, Indian- 
apolis and Muncie, but nothing could be 
done because of the difference in size. 
Newcastle, therefore was handicapped 
by not being able to get aid from cities 
that were in reach. Many fires have 
brought out the fact that there is no 
uniformity in hose couplings, although 
the matter has been emphasized for 
many years in fire insurance circles. 








Personal Side of the 
Insurance Business 





Superintendent of Agencies William 
S. Johnston of the Pittsburgh Fire died 
a few days ago. He was stricken with 
a hemorrhage and died before medical 
aid could be summoned. He started 
with the Fred S. Kiefer Agency, Pitts- 
burgh, in 1883, and remained there until 
Jan. 1, 1914, when he became superin- 
tendent of agencies of the Pittsburgh 
Fire. He was well known to the agents 
of that company. 


Adam Lehr, Jr., of Chicago, special 
agent of the Western Sprinkled Risk 
Association, and George E. Nichols of 
Omaha, manager of the Nebraska In- 
spection Bureau, were in the observa- 
tion car on the Burlington train that 
was wrecked near Creston, Ia., about 
10:30 o’clock at night during the cold 
spell, when the thermometer was fifteen 
degrees below zero. The train went 
down an embankment sixty feet high, 
but the observation car stuck to the 
track. Mr. Nichols and Mr. Lehr got 
out through the window and took part 
in the relief work. Mr. Lehr lost his 
overcoat and Mr. Nichols his baggage, 
but otherwise they were not harmed. 


A. R. Hosford, assistant manager of 
the Royal at New York, died suddenly 
last week from heart trouble, at the 
age of sixty. He started with the com- 
pany as a boy and was made assistant 
manager in 1907. He was interested in 
the Insurance Society of New York 
and the Insurance Institute of Amer- 
ica, having served as president of both 
institutions. 


Napoleon Picard, who is manager of 
the Insurance Exchange building, Chi- 
cago, and was the main factor in financ- 
ing the building and getting the insur- 
ance people to move in, has been elected 
second vice-president of the Marquette 
National Fire of Chicago. Mr. Picard 
was formerly an insurance broker and 
is well versed in the business. 


J. T. Coen, of Olney, Ill, special 
agent of the Home, has been elected 
president of the Olney Chamber of 
Commerce which has just been reor- 
ganized. Mr. Coen has been prominent 
aS an insurance man in Olney for a 
number of years and is interested in 
civic affairs. 


Alexander D. Lange, a senior in the 
college of commerce, University of 
Wisconsin, has selected the subject, 
“Advertising Fire Insurance” for his 
thesis. The seniors in the college are 
writing theses on advertising problems 
this year. Mr. Lange will show why 
fire insurance companies do not adver- 
tise in general publications as a rule, 
and will discuss the merits and demerits 
of their position. He is the son of 
General Agent A. P. Lange, at the 
home office of the American Eagle. 


Mrs. William P. Benton of Indianap- 
olis, wife of the Indiana state agent of 
the Sun, died this week, after an illness 
of some two years. Assistant Manager 
Frank M. Jones of the western depart- 
ment attended the funeral services on 
behalf of the company. 


Guy T. Tabler has resigned as assist- 
ant accountant in the Atlanta depart- 
ment of the Fireman’s Fund, to become 
special representative of the “Herald- 
Argus” of Atlanta.

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PUSHING COLLECTIONS 


Amonc Chicago casualty offices the 
practice of keeping collections up close 
appears to be growing. Certain offices 
—some of them very important ones— 
are wasting no time with brokers who 
do not come across with the premiums 
within the period laid down by the 
rules of the office. The tendency of 
this practice is to force chronic delin- 
quents upon “easy” offices, and the 
chances are that those offices which are 
willing to extend credit for a long time 
will be permitted to enjoy the greater 
part of that class of business. It goes 
without saying that they will lose 
enough on their collections to kill their 
profits. 


CUTS OUT DEPOSITORY BONDS 

One of the younger surety compa- 
nies has discontinued writing depos- 
itory bonds. Its officers figure that, re- 
gardless of whether this country is 
drawn into war, there is bound to be 
a tremendous readjustment following 
the European conflict and that in such 
a period of stress and strain some banks 
will necessarily be affected. They do 
not feel justified in exposing the com- 
pany to possible heavy losses under 
such conditions. 

Older and larger companies may not 
feel called upon to follow this exam- 
ple, but it is pleasing to see a young 
company setting the pace for conserv- 
atism. 


PLATE GLASS RATES 


Tue loss of surplus sustained by some 
of the leading plate glass insurance com- 
panies on last year’s operations has prob- 
ably put them in a mood to take strong 
measures to secure rates adequate to cover 
the advanced price of glass. We very 
much doubt whether any satisfactory con- 
dition is going to exist long in the plate 
glass field until the companies adopt some 
more exact and scientific method of rating 
than they have at present. A flat manual 
rate based on size of the plates is always 
going to encourage the cutting of rates 
that are too high under this system. In 
not one case in ten will rates too low 
under this system be advanced to the 
proper figure. 


IT’S A HOPEFUL SIGN 

Tue decision of the Heatran & Acci- 
DENT UNDERWRITERS CONFERENCE to make 
a thorough investigation of acquisition 
cost, with a view to its reduction, is a 
hopeful sign. The industrial branch of 
the business is already conducted on a 
lower acquisition cost than the commer- 
cial branch, and if the industrial branch 
should succeed in making a reasonable 
reduction, the contrast between the two 
will be the more marked. Nearly every- 
body seems to admit that in the commer- 
cial branch this expense is unjustifiably 
large, yet nobody has the nerve to under- 
take the correction of the evil.

Unfortunate Results 
of Underinsurance 











A great many agents, when writing a 
piece of business, do not urge a proper 
amount of insurance. Later, when a 
loss in excess of the policy limit occurs, 
the agent, although not really at fault, 
is often blamed for not pointing out the 
dangers and persuading his client to 
carry more insurance. In fact, instances 
have occurred where business has been 
lost by an agent under such circum- 
stances. 

Banks in smallef towns are quite 
prone to underinsurance. As an ex- 
ample, on the night of Nov. 6, 1916, 
burglars entered the Bank of Orton- 
ville, at Ortonville, Mich., blew the 
vault and the safe, and secured $4,863. 
They damaged the vault and premises 
to the extent of approximately $500, 
thereby aggregating a loss to the bank 
of about $5,400. The bank carried 
burglary insurance with this company 
under a policy with a $4,000 limit. Our 
draft for this amount was presented to 
the bank on Nov. 8, 1916. That is serv- 
ice, but service is not the subject of 
these paragraphs. 

The moral in connection with this 
loss affords an excellent opportunity 
for our agents to suggest to their va- 
rious banks the advisability of carry- 
ing sufficient insurance to cover any 
probable loss either to money or securi- 
ties or damage to the premises.—‘“Fi- 
delity Journal.” 





Methods of Getting 
Contract Bonds 











The successful solicitors of contract 
bonds pursue various methods. One 
man in Chicago who controls a large 
amount of this class of business deals 
almost exclusively with the contractors 
themselves. Many of these he solicited 
years ago. He got them on his books, 
has watched their business closely, 
given them the best service of which 
he was capable and they ‘never think of 
placing a bond in any other office un- 
less the architect or owner declares a 
preference for some other company. 

Another equally successful contract 
solicitor not only works among contrac- 
tors, but among owners as well. He is 
constantly on the lookout to learn about 
work that is going to be done and, 
where possible, gets the owners to de- 
clare a preference for his company or, 
if possible, have his company named in 
the specifications as the one in which 
bonds shall be given. 





Fidelity Field Is 
Fallow Ground 





Fidelity business is the only line 
classed under the general head of 
surety business that is susceptible of 
almost unlimited development. Other 
surety lines are largely matters of cir- 
cumstance. The agent is dependent 
upon circumstances that cause his client 
to look to him for a bond. 

An agent, however, is no way a crea- 
ture of circumstances in so far as the 
development of fidelity business goes. 
The possibilities are limitless and cover 
all the industrial and commercial enter- 

rises, as well as all banks and financial 
institutions of every description. If 
agents would start out on a systematic 
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canvass of all such institutions, instead 
of eagerly thumbing over expiration 
cards and waiting to pounce upon some 
expiration of a competitor or waiting 
to renew some existing piece of busi- 
ness of their own, it would only be a 
short time before very substantial new 
lines could be added to their existing 
business. All that stands between you 
and increased income is to convince 
employers that they need it. Millions 
of new life insurance premiums are 
written every year in this country and 
millions of new accident premiums, and 
in every case these sales represent 
some agent who first selected a pros- 
pect, then explained what he had to 
sell and then convinced him that he 
needed it and took his order.—“Fidel- 
ity-Journal.” 





Surety Men’s Plans 
Often Upset 





An experienced surety man points 
out that there is one difficulty in the 
surety business which can never be en- 
tirely overcome. It is very hard for a 
man systematically to lay out his work 
in advance and then follow his plans. 
He says he has tried it time and again 
and his plans were nearly always up- 
set. Sometimes a big surety proposi- 
tion can be handled in half an hour. 
Another time a similar one will require 
two or three days. Then it is necessary 
to get that proposition cleaned up and 
out of the way before he is free to go 
out to solicit. 

He plans that on a certain day he 
will go out after new business. Then 
comes one of these tedious propositions 
that ties him up for the whole day, and 





his plans are knocked in the head. An 





experience of this kind repeated a few 
times, is in danger of discouraging a 
man in attempting to get outside of his 
office, and he is likely to get into the 
way of staying around headquarters 
waiting for something to turn up that 
needs his attention. This tendency 
must be guarded against by seizing 
every open hour to get out after addi- 
tional business of some kind. 








Bonding Officers of 
Fraternal Orders 














While a great many fraternal orders 

delegate to the supreme or grand body 
the power to award all or part of the 
bonds carried on the officers of the sub- 
ordinate lodges because the rate is re- 
duced in proportion to the increase in 
total liability placed by such grand or 
supreme body, yet at the same time 
there are thousands of subordinate 
lodges of the different orders through- 
out the country which, on account of 
conditions peculiar to themselves or to 
the order of which they are a part, still 
place the fidelity bonds of their own 
officers. 
_ Get in touch with the men who are 
in position to secure for you the bonds 
of the individual lodges in your com- 
munity or territory. If you cannot get 
the order to place the bonds now, you 
can at least secure the dates of expira- 
tion, and make an effort to obtain the 
applications at the proper time.—‘Fi- 
delity Journal.”

AMONG THE SURETY MEN 


RELIEF IN EQUITY SECURED 








New Amsterdam Casualty Gets Court 
Order to Make Contractor’s Cred- 
itors Complete Work 





An important and apparently new ap- 
plication of the doctrine of exoneration 
was brought out in the superior court 
in Chicago recently in a case in which 
the New Amsterdam Casualty was the 
petitioner. The New Amsterdam Cas- 
ualty was surety on the bond of a cor- 
poration which had taken a contract 
to install certain electric transformers. 
It had installed one and it failed to 
work, had installed another and it had 
failed to work, and had installed a 
third, which it was feared would break 
down at any time. The contractor got 
in financial difficulties and a commit- 
tee of creditors took over its entire as- 
sets. The New Amsterdam Casualty, 
as surety, faced not only the prospect 
of having to pay $1,300 for the last 
machine installed, but also $7,900 dam- 
ages for the delay to business caused 
by the failure of the previous ones. 


Seeks Equitable Relief 


Charles E. Selleck, attorney for the 
New Amsterdam, went before Judge 
Denis E. Sullivan of the superior court 
and sought equitable relief. The court 
at first took the position that it was 
the duty of the surety to pay the va- 
rious losses and then sue the principal 
on the bond. The attorney for the 
surety, however, contended that the 
creditors’ committee had secured all the 
assets and that, as the surety company 
was a prospective creditor, it was not 
equitable that it should be compelled to 
sustain a loss and gain only the right 
of suit against the principal, which had 
already lost control of its assets. 


Orders Committee to Complete 


The court finally took this view and 
ordered the creditors’ committee to pay 
for the last machine installed and thus 
complete the contract of the principal 
under the bond. The coramittee ob- 
jected to this, but the court threatened 
to appoint a receiver and instruct the 
receiver along similar lines. Accord- 
ingly, the creditors’ committee paid for 
the last machine and also, on a com- 
promise settlement, paid $2,000 of the 
damages claimed by the concern for 
which the installations were being made, 
and the surety company got out with a 
loss of about $500. 


FOUR SEATTLE BANKS CLOSED 


Several surety companies writing bank 
depository bonds in Washington are await- 
ing with interest the result of the report 
of the state bank examiner who has closed 
four state banks in Seattle. An incipient 
panic among smaller depositors, after the 
Broadway Bank, a small concern in the 
automobile district, had suspended, re- 
sulted in a rush on several other banks 
which had catered to savings accounts. 
Three of these, taken unawares with light 
cash reserve and unable to realize quickly 
on their assets, had to close. It is known 
that two of the banks, the Northern and 
the German-American, carried considerable 
city and county deposits, which were se- 
cured by depository bonds. The examiner 
has not yet made a report but it is thought 
there will be little loss. 


SAN FRANCISCO ELECTION 


L. W. Cutler, superintendent of the 
surety department of the Aetna Accident 
& Liability, was elected president of the 
Surety Underwriters’ Association of Cali- 
fornia at the annual meeting at San 
Francisco Thursday. Mr. Cutler, who 
had been vice-president of the association 
during the past year, succeeded Guy Le- 
Roy Stevick of the Fidelity & Deposit, 
who was elected to the executive com- 
mittee. R. F. Bennett, resident secretary 
of the London & Lancashire Indemnity, 
was chosen vice-president, while J. M. 
Whited of the Royal Indemnity was re- 
elected secretary-treasurer. Members of 
the executive committee are: Guy LeRoy 
Stevick, Fidelity & Deposit; R. D. Weldon,

NEWS OF COMPENSATION 
GOES. BACK TO STATE FUND 


Standard Oil’s New York Risk Makes 
Another Change in Its 
Insurance Carrier 


Hartford, Conn., Feb. 13—(Special)— 
The Standard Oil left the Travelers and 
returned to the New York state com- 
pensation fund within a little over a 
month after insuring the risk in the 
Travelers, according to information ob- 
tained today at the home office. The 
reason is not given, but home office offi- 
cials of the Travelers express the be- 
lief that the State Fund offered to take 
the risk back at a premium so low that 
it made the proposition very attractive 
to the Standard Oil and the company 
returned to the state fund. 


WISCONSIN JOINT COMMITTEE 


All workmen’s compensation bills be- 
fore the Wisconsin legislature will prob- 
ably be sent to a legislative committee 
for consideration. Senator Wilcox has 
offered a resolution creating a joint legis- 
lative committee of seven members to 
consider all these bills. The idea is to 
have the committee report on all changes 
and increases of schedule that can be 
agreed upon. It is further the idea of 
some of the administration leaders that 
this same committee shall continue its 
investigation after the legislature has 
adjourned and shall make a further re- 
port to the next legislature. The Wilcox 
comes up for consideration this week. 


COMPENSATION NOTES 


A bill in the Indiana legislature seeks 
to amend the Indiana law to exempt from 
compensation railroad employes engaged 
in train service. 

The Texas house committee,on insur- 
ance has made a favorable report on two 
bills to repeal the Texas compensation 
law and abolish the industrial accident 
board of that state. 

The Kentucky workmen’s compensation 
board has ruled that where an employe is 
injured while playing with a fellow-em- 
ploye and not in the course of work for 
the employer, no claim for compensation 
arises. 

The Texas industrial accident board re- 
ceived during January reports of 4,213 ac- 
cidents. The amount of compensation 
paid out by insurance companies for Jan- 
uary was $40,806, and the amount of medi- 
cal expenditures, $10,459. 

House bill No. 297 in Indiana, authoriz- 
ing common councils and town boards to 
recognize liability under the workmen’s 
compensation act for injury or death to 
firemen, passed the house by 79 yeas 
against 7 nays. 

Bills have been introduced in the New 
York legislature to amend the compensa- 
tion act by doing away with the waiting 
period and also by providing for payment 
of full wages as compensation where the 
workmen are earning less than $10 a week. 

Henry E. Sampson, of Des Moines, Ia., 
former assistant attorney general of 
Iowa, and legal adviser of the industrial 
commissioner, has taken up the private 
practice of law as a member of the firm 
of Sampson & Gillon. 

The Iowa Senate on Tuesday confirmed 
the appointment of A. B. Funk as indus- 
trial commissioner. He was named by 
former Governor Clark just prior to the 
conclusion of his term of office to serve 
out the term of Warren Garst, resigned. 
He now enters upon a six year term. 


Proponents of these measures are sure to 
make serious trouble for the new compen- 
sation bill which would make over the 
entire Texas law, correct its errors and 
perfect it in many ways. The latter bill 
is pending in the Senate on a favorable 
committee report and is sure to pass that 
body. 

Acting as a committee of the whole 
the Texas senate favorably reported the 
new workmen’s compensation law which 
reenacts the present statute and makes 
several important changes. There is 
some opposition to the bill in the house, 
but it is expected to pass the senate 
without serious amendment. There is a 
disposition among some of the house 
“lawyers” to repeal the compensation act. 
The bill is being backed by all interests.

TO HAVE PLATE GLASS BILL 


Wisconsin Men Propose Measure to 
Govern the Business in 
That State 


Milwaukee, Wis., Feb. 12—One of 
the first notable activities resulting 
from the recent organization of the 
Wisconsin Plate Glass Exchange at 


in the Wisconsin legislature to place 
the plate glass business on a firm foot- 
ing and to provide for a central audit 
bureau and rating office. The bill, 
which was introduced today by Senator 
H. C. Schultz of Milwaukee, is prac- 
tically identical with the so-called fire 
insurance bill now being considered by 
the legislature, excepting that for the 
words “fire companies,” the plate glass 
companies are named. 


The Wisconsin exchange is calling upon 
plate glass underwriters in all parts of 
Wisconsin to support the measure and to 
urge the local representatives in the legis- 
lature to vote in favor of the bill, the 
passage of which is expected to go a long 
way toward putting into effect a reason- 
able and equitable schedule of rates and 
their maintenance. : 

A committee headed by Howard D. 
Plimpton, of the Aetna Life, who is 
president of the exchange, is framing a 
schedule of rates at this time. These 
rates are to be commensurate with the 
present high cost of plate glass and the 
loss ratio.

SITUATION IN OKLAHOMA 


CONDITIONS MUCH IMPROVED 





Few Companies Now Writing Compen- 
sation and They Observe Rates— 
Reciprocals Do Some Business 





Oklahoma City, Okla., Feb. 12—(Spe- 
cial Correspondence)—Oklahoma has a 
compensation situation all its own. Con- 
ditions have been badly disturbed, but 
are better now. Oklahoma has cer- 
tain classes of business not common in 
most states and these furnish some 
problems. 

The London & Lancashire Indemnity 
was regarded as the disturbing element 
in the rate situation both on compen- 
sation and miscellaneous liability lines 
at the time the compensation law went 
into effect, Sept. 1, 1915. At that time 
it was practically the only company 
which was any factor in the competition 
for business which was writing at less 
than the published rates. 


Western Indemnity Gets Risks 


When the London & Lancashire 
finally determined to discontinue the 
writing of compensation and liability 
business and canceled all compensation 
risks as of Sept. 1, 1916, the Western 
Indemnity appointed Carr & French of 
Tulsa as general agents for the purpose 
of taking over the business of the Lon- 
don & Lancashire, they having acted as 
general agents of the latter company 
during the time most of the business 
was placed upon its books. This busi- 
ness was rewritten by Carr & French, 
and while the state insurance board 
finally induced the Western Indemnity 
to use the rates published by the Okla- 
homa Compensation Rating Bureau, 
the policies which had been written by 
the company agents at less than the 
manual rates are said never to have 
been changed. The Western Indemnity 
is now subscribing to the rates of the 
bureau on compensation lines only. 


Business Is ‘Reinsured 


Last August the Fidelity & Deposit 
announced that it would cease writing 
compensation by the end of the year. 
Merrill & Braniff, of this city, its gen- 
eral agents, had a comparatively large 
volume of this business, mostly expir- 
ing on Sept. 1. They wanted to take 
care of this without disturbance, and 
T. E. Braniff of the firm finally arranged 
to take over the general agency of the 
Maryland Casualty under the name of 
the T. E. Braniff Company, and the 
Maryland arranged with the Fidelity & 
Deposit to reinsure the Oklahoma com- 
pensation and concurrent public liabil- 
ity business of the Fidelity & Deposit 
as of Sept 1. Under the arrangement 
the business has been rewritten in the 
Maryland and the Fidelity & Deposit 
agents get Maryland Casualty facili- 
ties on their compensation lines, so 
there has been practically no agency 
disturbance. 

Since the Massachusetts Bonding dis- 








merger of the Prudential Casualty with 
the Chicago Bonding & Surety was not 
held, owing to the illness of Superintend- 
ent Potts of Illinois. 


W. J. Caughey, son of a Kansas banker, 
convicted of robbing the State Bank of 
Rosedale, probably will be paroled. The 
Western Indemnity, which made good the 
loss of the bank of about $2,000, is said 
to have been reimbursed. 

A bill in the Indiana legislature pro- 
vides that liability and compensation com- 
panies shall, in addition to other reserves 
required by law, establish a reserve for 
outstanding losses. It has been referred 
to the insurance committee. 


The Southern Surety, successor to the 
Missouri Fidelity & Casualty, is suing L. 
S. Meyer, Fred L. Watts and James T. 
Neville of Springfield, Mo., for $14,310, un- 
der an indemnity bond which they signed 
for a contractor bonded by the Missouri 
Fidelity & Casualty. 

The classification committee of the Com- 
pensation Inspection Rating Board has 
ruled that policies may be written for 
one year only, except those to become 
effective June 30, in view of the fact that 
the industrial compensation rating sched- 
ule contemplates an annual revision of 
rate upon each risk.

business, the Oklahoma field is left 
open to the Maryland Casualty, AZtna 
Life, United States Fidelity & Guaran- 
ty, Western Indemnity, Southern Sure- 
ty and New Amsterdam Casualty, in 
addition to various reciprocal organi- 
zations. The reciprocals do not have 
a large volume of business, although 
on certain industries they are carrying 
a majority of risks. 


Small Employers Object 


A situation which has caused the 
agents considerable difficulty in deliv- 
ering renewals of compensation busi- 
ness is the belief on the part of certain 
small employers that they are not 
obliged to carry compensation insurance 
and that it is an unjust tax upon their 
business. The state industrial board 
has never failed to call the attention of 
these employers to the provisions of 
the law and the penalties for failure to 
comply wherever these cases have been 
called to its attention, but it will prob- 
ably require some drastic measures of 
punishment on the part of the state in- 
dustrial board to convince this element 
of employers that they must comply 
with the law.

ANNUAL MEETING IN KANSAS 








Provision Made for Raising Mainte- 
nance Fund and Employing Ex- 
ecutive Secretary 





The second annual convention of the 
Insurance Federation of Kansas was 
held in Topeka on Feb. 6. Delegates 
present represented practically all parts 
of the state and all classes of insurance. 
The dangers to the insurance business 
of the “Nonpartisan League” were em- 
phasized by Mark T. McKee, secretary 
of the National Council of Insurance 
Federations, in an address before the 
convention, in which he urged coop- 
eration and organization. 

The organized movement in Kansas, 
started by a group of the larger towns 
in the southeastern part of the state, 
for the purpose of forcing lower insur- 
ance rates and a more complete regu- 
lation of rates by the state, was given 
serious consideration by the conven- 
tion. Methods of combating the move- 
ment by means of educational work 
were discussed and some plans ar- 
ranged. 

Definite organization of the insur- 
ance men of Kansas was decided upon, 
following Mr. McKee’s address. A 
committee on organization, composed 
of three men, is to be named, and a 
maintenance fund of $600 a month is 
to be raised for carrying on the work 
of organization and education. A sec- 
retary is to be employed and speakers 
and organizers sent out.

SELLING SIDE OF LIFE INSURANCE 














AR possibilities present the !1fe 
W insurance agent with one of the 

best arguments he has had in 
years. The majority of companies 
have put on military and naval service 
clauses of some sort during the past 
two and one-half years, even though 
the United States is not in imminent 
danger of hostilities. Present condi- 
tions mean that there is a_ possibility 
that life insurance, even with restric- 
tions far greater than those demanded 
at present, may be unattainable in the 
future. 

These facts are being used to advan- 
tage all over the country, but the cen- 
tral branch of the New York Life at 
Chicago has been making a.record with 
them. It has been going at the rate 
of two million a month during Febru- 
ary, in spite of the fact that January 
was the biggest month in the history 
of the office. In January the agents 
cleaned up business written in Decem- 
ber and not paid for, and also showed 
up a fine new production. Such spells 
are usually followed by a lean seasun, 
but this time the war clouds have elim- 
inated any such period. 


* * * 


One of the companies in analyzing 
the reasons why men take out insur- 
ance, says there are three fundamental 
ones. First, men are moved by love of 
their family; second, through a desire 
to be independent in old age; third, 
from motives of prudence in connection 
with their business. Family protection 
was the original idea of life insurance 
and it is the one that has the strongest 
hold on the minds of the people. 
Around this motive have been built the 
greatest arguments for taking out life 
insurance. During recent years the in- 
oo policy has been introduced as still 
furthering the service that life insur- 





ance companies give to their policy- 
holders. 

Most men can be reached through 
their love for their families or their ap- 
preciation of the responsibilities that 
rest upon them as the provider for the 
household. Along with this desire to 
protect one’s dependents comes the 
wish to provide for one’s self in old 
age so that he will not be dependent. 
This can be done through old age pen- 
sion policies, endowments, installment 
policies, deferred annuities and so on. 
When it comes to business insurance 
and protecting some particular interest, 
the arguments are presented on strictly 
a commercial basis, the solicitor show- 
ing that the life of some man or men in 
a corporation of business has an insur- 
able value and the loss would be a ma- 
terial one to the concern. 


*x* * * 


Some salesmen specialize on selling 
insurance to young men. Most young 
men do not feel the responsibilities of 
family life as they are out in the world 
establishing themselves, have not mar- 
ried and responsibilities do not weigh 
on them heavily. However, the future 
can be painted for them and the de- 
sirability of taking out insurance at a 
younger age, when it is far less expen- 
sive, and thus starting a good line of 
insurance before a home is established 
is pointed out. If the protection side 
does not appeal to these young men, 
and they have no one dependent upon 
them, either a parent, sister or some- 
one else, endowment insurance, which 
embraces protection and savings, may 
be the plan that will appeal to them. 
Most young men feel that they can 
invest their money to greater advan- 
tage than through the medium of life 
insurance. Frequently men well ad- 
vanced in years can give good advice 





for the future and taking advantage of 
early opportunities. 

Young men, unmarried, form a large 
class and should not be neglected. The 
savings side of insurance will appeal 
to them as well as.a long term endow- 
ment that will come due about sixty- 
five years of age. It is at that time that 
men think of retiring from active busi- 
ness life. They desire their cares and 
responsibilities to be modified at that 
time and to have something coming in. 
There is no safer plan for a young man 
than a long term endowment that will 
come due at that period of life. This 
argument has a strong appeal to young 
men who have no dependents and who 
do not see much need for carrying life 
insurance. The young men’s class, so 
to speak, is a good one to cultivate ‘and 
agents should cover the field carefully. 


*. * #* 


President Geo. A. Boissard, of the 
Guardian Life of Madison, Wis., in 
speaking of selecting prospects, says: 

“A considerable portion of waste ef- 
fort can be eliminated by the agent en- 
gaged in life insurance work, if he 
will apply himself to the study of per- 
sonal characteristics in making up his 
lists of prospects. The hit-or-miss 
method of solicitation is usually a fail- 
ure. Some men of strong personal qual- 
ities—magnetic men—can work suc- 
cessfully without system; but such a 
man is an exceptional genius. 

“Too many men in the field give 
more attention to a tip from a friend 
‘that Brown was talking about insur- 
ance the other day’ than they do to 
studying Brown that they may deter- 
mine how, when and where to best ap- 
proach him on the subject, and, judging 
from his mental, moral and physical 
make-up, what form of insurance is best 
suited to his needs or will appeal most 
strongly to him. 

“As a rule it is recognized that 
blondes can be more quickly reached 
through the emotions and that brun- 
ettes usually require an appeal to their 
logic and judgment. You can sell a 





policy to a blonde more easily, but the 
brunette, once sold, will be more per- 
sistent in maintaining his insurance. 

“Mental qualities of men are reflected 
in their countenances. Too many au- 
thorities agree on the general charac- 
teristics of men with prominent noses 
and chins, and those of the class whose 
physical appearance is the reverse, to 
permit of disputing seriously the con- 
clusions which have resulted from forty 
centuries of recorded observations. In 
order to most effectively study a man in 
particular it is wise to give some study 
to mankind in general. For in life in- 
surance as in every other effort of life, 
the largest measure of success comes to 
him who studies his subject most 
closely.. Abraham Lincoln once walked 
ten miles to borrow a book. It isn’t 
that far.to the nearest public library. 

“Too much stress has been laid by 
some insurance writers on ‘studying 
your rate book.’ You should know it, 
of course, but to confine your study to 
the goods you sell is as futile as for a 
dry goods merchant to limit his medita- 
tions and his study to his yardstick, and 
give no thought to the individuality of 
the customers who enter his store.”

INCREASE IN THE MUTUALS 





Congress Prepares to Raise Rate of 
Tax on Net Income of 
Companies 





The emergency revenue bill as it 
passed the House in Congress last 
Thursday increases the federal tax on 
the net income of mutual life companies 
from 2 percent to 10 percent. Many 
protests have been sent to the ways and 
means committee and to its individual 
members of the Senate and House 
against this feature of the bill. A num- 
ber of representatives of companies and 
organizations have been in Washington, 
D. C., interviewing the senators and 
representatives and calling attention to 
the fact that in increasing this tax, 
policyholders themselves must really 
foot the bill. 

Under the original and present in- 
come tax law, fraternals are exempt 
from taxation. The essentially mutual 
character of that form of protection is 
recognized. The mutual principle is 
seen in the fraternals and it should be 
recognized as well as in companies is- 
suing participating policies. The legis- 
lators evidently have regarded the mu- 
tual life companies on the legal reserve 
plan as differing radically from frater- 
nals, owing to the legal reserve that 
rg are required to put up as a liabil- 
ity.

company. He knows but little about 
the company, but his chief interest is in 
the honesty and reliability of the man 
with whom he is doing business. The 
farmers have been imposed on in the 
past in many ways by people selling 
various articles and the farming contin- 
gent as a whole, therefore, has to be 
convinced that the man is all right who 
is presenting a proposition. 
Farmer Has to Be Studied 


Mr. Kneeshaw adopts various meth- 
ods in approaching the farmer. The 
farm man, in his opinion, has to be 
studied just as the city man has. He 
has particular needs and they must be 
met. He gets as much information as 
he can about the farmer from his helper 
as to his financial standing, income, 
value of his farm, number in his family, 
encumbrance on his farm and his gen- 
eral character. Then he presents some 
policy that will appeal personally to 
this farmer. His helper is usually a 
man who is acquainted with farm work 
and can take the farmer’s place in the 
field while the presentation is being 
made. 

Sells Many Pension Policies 


Mr. Kneeshaw was asked whether he 
had found much success in talking to 
the farmer’s wife as well as the farmer, 
on the subject of life insurance. He 
stated that it all depended on the 
farmer’s estimate of his wife. If, for 
example, the farmer had married sim- 
ply to get a housekeeper, the appeal of 
sentiment would not be strong. Such 
a farmer is more or less selfish. He is 
looking out for himself rather than his 
wife. In such cases, therefore, Mr. 
Kneeshaw talks an endowment or old 
age pension policy. He calls attention 
to the fact that when a farmer can get 
an assured income beginning at sixty- 


five years of age, for example, it is 
something worth while. Mr. Kneeshaw 
sells a large amount of this insurance. 


Prospects Are Selected 


The farmer, he said, is not particu- 
larly interested in the actuarial phases 
of a policy. He wants a concise state- 
ment of what the policy embraces and 
its cost. Most of the farmers in his 
district give notes in payment of the 
first premium and Mr. Kneeshaw finds 
out ahead of time whether the note is 
a bankable one. Therefore, he selects 
his prospect ahead and does not spend 
time with those who cannot afford to 
buy insurance. Mr. Kneeshaw states 
that he finds it just as easy to sell 
$5,000 or $10,000 as $1,000 or $2,000. At 
one time he went out after the one thou- 
sand and two thousand dollar man, or 
at least he talked that amount of insur- 
ance. Then he raised his limit to five 
or ten thousand dollars and goes after 
farmers that can afford to purchase that 
amount. 

Farmers Are Prosperous 


In these days of prosperity the farm- 
ers have more money and they can 
afford to purchase more insurance. 
Taking out life insurance with a farmer 
is a serious proposition. If it is pre- 
sented to him right, and he is satisfied, 
he will keep it. Mr. Kneeshaw keeps 
in close touch with his policyholders. 
He sends out to each one four cards a 
year, on a birthday anniversary, Christ- 
mas, New Years and Easter. These re- 
minders are appreciated out in the coun- 
try and they are seldom thrown away. 
Mr. Kneeshaw also takes almost all the 
papers published in his district. He 
looks them over carefully for any news 
regarding his policyholders, and _ if 
there is anything significant he takes 
advantage of it. He writes a number 
of personal letters on various subjects 
to his policyholders where there is an 
excuse for such a letter, in order to let 
them know he is thinking of them. He 
figures that one-third of his business is

PROMOTION SUPERVISION 


Ir 1s seldom that a governor of a 
state takes up the subject of the or- 
ganization of new insurance companies, 
but Governor GerorceE W. CrarKke of 
Iowa, in his annual message, devoted 
some attention to it. He says that he 
does not know of any ground for criti- 
cism of any company in the promo- 
tion stage in Iowa, but he does believe 
that in some of the other states meth- 
ods have obtained which have occa- 
sioned the loss of hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars to purchasers of pro- 
motion stock. 

Governor CLARKE declares that he 
feels that it is a public duty to call at- 
tention to this matter, because there 
are so many new companies being pro- 
moted throughout the country, and 
stock is being offered to Iowa citizens. 
He says that one of the features of 
promotion work is the arbitrary ad- 
vancing of capital two or three times 
the par value in order to provide more 
money for promotion expense. 

As is the case in Iowa, so it is in 
almost every other state, the insurance 
department has no jurisdiction over the 
promotion proposition until it applies 
for license, and then if the law has 
been complied with a license must be 
forthcoming. We have always felt that 
companies in process of organization 
should be in charge of the insurance 
department, so that the public can be 
properly protected. 

Governor Crarke, for example, says 
that the law should limit the percent- 
age to be paid on commissions, sal- 
aries, etc. It should require that the 
subscription contract specifically define 
the proportion which may be used for 
expenses. It should require that cop- 








ies of all contracts, advertisements, 
literature, and other papers be filed 
with the commissioner, and the pro- 
motion of a company in general be 
under his supervision. Governor CLARKE 
well says that no honest, high-minded 
organizer and promoter of a company 
could or would criticise such a provi- 
sion, but, rather, would commend it as 
placing insurance upon a high plane 
and establishing it in the confidence 
of the people. 

We believe that now is the time to 
have some constructive legislation 
along these iines, and Governor CLARKE 
is to be commended for bringing this 
matter officially before the legislature 
of his state. The organization of new 
insurance companies has been abused 
in many quarters. Companies are being 
organized by promoters who do not in- 
tend to remain with them, but are 
merely interested in making their 
money during the organization stage 
and then pass on to something else. 
The time has come, we believe, when 
the legislatures should take this sub- 
ject up seriously, and some laws should 
be passed that will properly protect the 
public. The insurance department 
should be given jurisdiction over all 
companies during the promotion stage. 








OVERLOOKED PROSPECTS 


To show how prospects are every- 
where and are often overlooked be- 
cause tlfey are so near was illustrated 
the other night at the banquet of the 
CoNSERVATIVE LiFE at South Bend, Ind., 
when CHartes M. Biscay of the “In- 
surance Press” was making an address. 
Mr. Biscay said that he was driven up 
to the hotel and a porter took his grip. 
The porter asked him if he was in to 
attend the life insurance convention. 
Mr. Biscay said he was and the porter 
asked him what life insurance conven- 
tion it was. Mr. Biscay replied that it 
was the ConservaTIvE Lire of South 
Bend, a local company. He asked the 
porter if he carried a policy in the 
ConservaTivE Lire. The porter said 
that he did not and had never been 
asked to, but believed he would take 
out a policy. 

Life insurance men wander far afield 
in search of prospects. We need to 
adopt something of the intensive cul- 
tivation system of the older countries, 
where every foot of ground is valuable 
and must produce to its greatest ca- 
pacity. Much time and money is 
wasted by running over one’s territory, 
long trips here and there, and thus 
scattering one’s efforts. An agent can 
take a rather small community, culti- 
vate it intensely, keep in touch with 
his policyholders, get new leads from 
them, make himself servicable to his 
community, put people under obligation 
to him, and he will always have plenty 
to do.

William B. Carlile, former manager 
of the Chicago department of the Mu- 
tual Life, has been appointed postmas- 
ter of Chicago by President Wilson.

Chi- 
cago is assured of a business admin- 
istration in her post office affairs and 
the life insurance business is honored 
in the selection of Mr. Carlile in this

QO. Richardson, Jr., of Toledo, a mem- 
ber of the policyholders’ committee, 
which some time ago made an investiga- 
tion of the company and found it more 
than satisfactory from the  policy- 
holders’ standpoint. 
“From the Outside Looking In,” and 
he gave some idea of the work done by 
this committee. 

Dr. Charles E. Piper of the home 
office responded to “From the Inside, 
Looking Out.” Among other things, 
he said that it is necessary in the life 
business to attain a high degree of in- 
dustry by careful conservation of time. 
Salesmen in all lines waste much time 
in scanning newspapers in business 
hours, and in talking war, weather and 
other things of the kind. Two hours a 
day spent in this way for one year 
means two solid months of time wasted. 

An agent, to be sure of success, must 
have a comprehensive knowledge of his 
business. It is also necessary for a 
man to know his prospects, their finan- 
cial condition, the manner in which 
their businesses are progressing and 
their home ties in order to establish 
that personal relationship which is 
necessary in the work. An agent must 
be sincere and he can not carry con- 
viction in his argument unless he is so. 


Lays Stress on Enthusiasm 


Figures concerning dividends, the 
strength of the company or the effi- 
ciency of the management never sold a 
policy, said Dr. Piper. The interest of 
the prospect is in his family and he must 
be convinced in such a way that he will 
not rest without insurance. 

The speaker placed special stress 
upon enthusiasm as a prime requisite to 
success. In order to be enthusiastic, a 
man must have good health and to 
have good health he must treat his body 
right. He must be good to himself. 
Eight hours of sleep daily are worth 
eight good arguments. He advocated 
a system of work and recreation. A 
man must not give all his time to his 
business. He should have the good 
things of life, but they must be such 
things as will give life, strength and 
character.

“Our Country.”

HOFFMAN SELLS BY WIRELESS 





Closes Deal for Two Annuities Payable 
in German Marks Through Berlin 
Office of Germania 





George Hoffman, manager of the 
Germania Life at Chicago, has just sold 
two annuities by wireless. He found 
two residents of Chicago who were 
planning on moving back to Berlin, 
Germany, as soon as the war was over 
and who desired to make investments 
at this time that would give them the 
advantage of the low price of German 
marks. Ordinarily, the exchange on 
this coin is twenty- -three cents, but the 
present price ranges from seventeen to 
eighteen. Buying a markrente, which 
is nothing more nor less than an annu- 
ity payable in Germany in marks, this 
prospect would make at this time a very 
advantageous purchase. The business, 
however, had to go through the Berlin 
office of the Germania Life and Mr. 
Hoffman and his prospect found there 
was a possibility of the deal not going 
through at all, if it were necesary to 
send the premiums by mail along with 
the applications to Berlin. 

The prospect was canvassed before 
diplomatic relations were severed, but 
even under the old circumstances there 
seemed to be little likelihood of the mail 
being delivered within three months 
after posting in Chicago, and there was 
also the danger of its confiscation or 
loss due to war hazards. The pur- 
chaser likewise objected to losing the 
interest on the money for that period. 

Mr. Hoffman finally arranged to have 
the money sent by wireless from one 
Chicago bank to its correspondent at 
Berlin, Germany. At the same time in- 
structions were sent from the home of- 
fice of the Germania Life to the Berlin 
office to lift the credit which had been 
deposited in this Berlin bank by the 
Chicago bank, for the purchaser. The 
actual amount involved in the transac- 
tion exceeds $5,000 on the present low 
price of marks, and would approach 
some $7,000 on the usual quotation. 

This is probably the first time that 
the wireless has been used in the sale 
of life insurance or annuities.

PECULIAR SUIT IS FILED 
BIG DAMAGES ARE ASKED 


New York Attorney Says Chicago Men 
Planned Syndicate to Purchase 
Metropolitan Life Control 


Suit has been filed in the circuit court 
in Chicago against Albert M. Johnson, 
president, and Robert E. Sackett, vice- 
president of the National Life of 
Chicago, and William T. Bruckner, 
vice-president of the Continental & 
Commercial National Bank of Chicago 
for $215,000. The suit is filed in the 
name of Col. William B. Dewey, an at- 
torney of New York City. 

According to Attorney Leo H. Hoff- 
man representing Colonel Dewey, the 
suit is for commissions in connection 
with an alleged attempt on the part of 
Colonel Dewey to secure for the Chi- 
cago men control of the Metropolitan 
Life, prior to its mutualization. 


Dewey Went to Chicago 


Attorney Hoffman states that several 
months previous to the mutualization 
of the Metropolitan, Colonel Dewey 
went to Chicago and interviewed Mr. 
Johnson, Mr. Sackett, and Mr. Bruck- 
ner and stated that he was in a position 
to deliver the controlling stock in the 
Metropolitan Life, and that the deal 
would require about $3,500,000. The 
two officers of the National Life and 
Mr. Bruckner, Mr. Hoffman states, 
agreed to form a syndicate of Chicago 
business men and purchase the con- 
trolling stock of the company as soon 
as Colonel Dewey could swing the deal. 
According to Mr. Hoffman, Colonel 
Dewey then spent four months in ne- 
gotiating with the principal stockhold- 
ers of the Metropolitan Life and made 
several trips to Chicago in an effort to 
consummate the deal. 


Says Purchasers Faded Away 


At the end of that time Mr. Hoffman 
states the stockholders in sufficient 
numbers to assure control of the com- 
pany had signified their willingness to 
sell to the Chicago interests. At this 
point Mr. Hoffman says that Mr. 
Johnson, Mr. Sackett, and Mr. Bruck- 
ner, without giving any reason, refused 
to have any further negotiations with 
Colonel Dewey.
